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HOUSING IN NORTHERN IRELAND 


THE rising cost of housing is as much a matter of concern 
in Northern Ireland as it is here, according to the 
seventh annual report of the Northern Ireland Housing 
Trust, just issued. The policy of the Trust, which was 
established as a public authority, under the able chairmanship 
of Sir Lucius O’Brien, in 1945, has been to hold the rent of 
the four-apartment house at 14s., and of two- and three- 
bedroomed flats at even lower levels; but by the end of 
March, 1951, the cost of a house which six months before had 
been from {1,050 to {1,150 had risen by £150, and by the 
autumn of the same year the continuing upward trend of 
prices had forced the Trust to raise the rents of new houses. 

Increases in the rates of interest on Government loans 
threatened higher rents still, but these were averted by an 
increase in the subsidy as from February of this year. Recent 
increases in the cost of materials and labour have caused 
further anxiety as to future rents, for the Trust has no rates 
to draw upon, and (apart from the subsidy) everything must 
be carried by the rent. It says much for the skill with which 
the Trust is managed that it is considered possible to let the 
houses in process of building at about the old levels. 

This achievement, we take it, will be due largely to an 
early decision of the Trust that, subject to a reasonable 
standard of comfort and convenience, houses must be built 
to a rent, and such changes made in design as would hold this 
at 14s.; and-as early as 1947 alterations were made in 
standards to allow a smaller and cheaper house to be built. 
We in this country have been rather slower to reduce costs 
by reasonable economies in design, but have now made a 
start in this direction with our Peoples’ Houses and other 
economical schemes such as that at Northampton, the out- 
come of The Builder Small House Competition. Progress, 
here as in Northern Ireland, is clearly dependent on there 
being no further increases in cost of materials and wages and 
a reasonable increase in production, which is believed to be 
well within the industry’s capacity. Unconventional 
techniques, too, might well be further exploited in both 
countries, and in this connection it is interesting to note that 
“‘ No-Fines ”’ poured concrete houses have been built by the 
Northern Ireland Housing Trust since 1945. 

A full record is given in the report of progress on all sites, 
and the professional men and firms of contractors engaged 
are fully credited. There are 16 pages of photographic 
illustrations of various schemes, and the quality of the archi- 
tectural design is everywhere excellent. Much of the develop- 
ment takes the form of terrace houses in well-sited groups. 
The value of the report would have been increased by the 
inclusion of a few lay-outs and typical plans of houses and 
community buildings, and it would have further added to the 
interest if there had been a short statement of the general 
housing situation in Northern Ireland so that progress could 
be compared with need. Perhaps such additions could be 
made to the next report. In any event, this one is well 
worth study. Summarised on page 170, the Report is 
obtainable, price 2s., from the Northern Ireland Government 
Office, 13, Lower Regent-street, London, S.W.1. 


MAKING MATERIALS GO FARTHER 


TH Report on “ Economy of Building Materials,” pub- 
lished last week and summarised on page 171, performs 
a useful purpose in drawing attention to the present need 
to save materials by more economical design and use. Pre- 
pared under the direction of the technical heads of the Min- 
istry of Works, the Admiralty, the Air Ministry and the 
War Office, the recommendations contained therein have been 
adopted by these Departments as a guide to practice for 
future building work ; it is the Minister of Works’ hope that 
they will also be put into practice on non-Governmental 
building. 
If this Report may be regarded as a stable code, the 
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industry will undoubtedly do its utmost to co-operate ; the 
present high cost of building gives every inducement to 
economise in method and in the use of material. But 
economy is not the only factor to be had in regard; the 
continual changes since the war in availability of key materials 
such as steel, timber, cement, non-ferrous metals and bricks 
have caused frequent changes of emphasis in design and 
practice. National expediency, in fact, has proved as opera- 
cive a factor in design as economy, and architects and 
designers have frequently found themselves in difficulties 
comparable to a housewife who, having planned the dinner, 
finds at a late stage that the butcher has unexpectedly closed 
and that the fishmonger has only cod, and must make some 
hurried last-minute improvisation. The avoidance of ebb and 
flow in availability of the key materials would of itself do 
much to avoid waste in the erection of building work. 

The recommendations of the Report, while essentially 
based on British Standards and the Codes of Practice, permit 
in some cases a factor of performance or safety lower than 
established practice. Some difficulty may be expected here 
with Local Authority bye-laws, and the news given by Mr. 
Molson, Parliamentary Secretary, Ministry of Works, last 
week that new Model Bye-laws will make their appearance 
within the next few months is of high importance, for the 
present ones have long been behind current practice. Mr. 
Molson’s expressed hope that local authorities will accept 
the new bye-laws without too much alteration will be sincerely 
echoed by the building professions ; designers and those who 
administer building regulations must clearly speak the same 
language if chaos and frustration are to be avoided. 

Apart from the recommendations in the Report, there is 
the question of preventing waste through careless handling 
of materials on site, which the Director of Fortifications and 
Works, the War Office, last week put as high as from 5 to 
10 percent. There is undoubtedly much truth in this charge, 
which contractors must meet and for which remedies must 
be found. The National Federation and the London Master 
Builders’ Association have already taken steps to draw their 
members’ attention to this matter. While the onus of 
preventing careless waste of materials falls on that key to all 
economical construction, the general foreman, nevertheless 
every tradesman and labourer on the site has a direct, personal 
responsibility which he must accept. The operatives’ 
Federation could do great service in drawing the attention 
of their members to this important point. 

To turn to the technical content of the Report, it will be seen 
that the Departments have followed sound Biblical precedent 
and started their investigations at home. Reasoned self- 
criticism, though less popular, can be more useful and con- 
structive than telling the other fellow where he has strayed. 
The conclusions derived from this examination of the Depart- 
ment’s own building operations have many useful applications 
to the outside building world whose activities are less in the 
public eye or less subject to Parliamentary Inquisition. 

Of the six sections of the Report, those produced by the 
Building and the Maintenance Sub-committees are of the most 
direct interest to architects and builders. By way of general 
comment, however, the following apt, if lengthy, quotation 
may be taken from the Heavy Civil Engineering Section which 
says (heavily, indeed, if civilly) : ‘‘ Maximum material economy 
is to be achieved principally by close attention to the general 
economic principles of initial conception ‘and design, coupled 
with a more intensive consideration of detailed design, and .. . 
the object in view can only be attained if sufficient time is 
allowed for thorough consideration of the requirement, investi- 
gation of the site and the means of solving the problems con- 
fronting the designer. The insufficient time which is so often 
imposed between the initial decision to proceed with a project 
and the date for the letting of a contract militates against full 
consideration being given to the most economical design.” 
Reduced to simple English this is a lesson which might well be 
read by architects to most of their clients, public or private. 

The building report interprets its terms of reference to 
imply the “‘ short-term aspect” of materials economy, reason- 
ing that the long-term aspect is the normal business of building 
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asawhole. It considers principally the scarcity of steel, cement... 
bricks and softwood, in that order of urgency, and states. 
clearly the penalties which may accompany failure of attempts to 
reduce consumption of these materials but is not deterre:} 
thereby from making valuable and constructive suggestions. 
A consideration which might have been mentioned is the fac: 
that even on a short-term view this order of urgency is by no 
means fixed. The experience of recent years has shown, 2s 
we have earlier hinted, that the materials situation is very flui:| 

and a fundamental necessity of to-day is flexibility in construc. 

tion to cope with rapid changes in the availability of basic 
materials. 

Constructional methods are not immune from fashion, an, 
more than architectural style, and the Report does well to ques- 
tion certain practices in what might be called modern tradition, 
as for example the short-sighted use of unduly large windo. 
areas with their accompanying disadvantages. Even featur:s 
for whose popularity other Government publications are priii- 
arily responsible do not escape criticism. Such a case is the 
unnecessarily widespread use of theymembrane floor. On the 
other hand, suggestions for economy in foundations for housing 
follow briefly the precepts of the Building Research Station. 
This happens to be one subject on which it is inadvisable to 
take a short-term view, except for the most temporary of build - 
ings, and—below “the line from Birmingham to the Wash ”’ 
—one of the most useful contributions to economy and sound 
building would be a greater availability of simple plant for the 
sinking of short concrete piles in shrinkable clay. 

These are but a few references to a quite wide series of recom- 
mendations which would require many pages to discuss 
adequately. Some of the stated opinions could be seriously 
questioned and others are mutually contradictory. On the 
whole, however, one must applaud the line of attack and sup- 
port the majority of the suggestions. Economy overdone can be 
false economy, as in other spheres, and Government Depart- 
ments have in the past supplied ample demonstrations of this ; 
it is all the more to their credit that in this instance they preserve 
a balance whilst pursuing a keenly critical search. Periods of 
stringency can be very healthy in forcing a re-examination of 
accepted traditions and a sifting of the necessary from the mere]; 
customary. 

It is not surprising to find that the section of the Report on 
maintenance has far fewer suggestions of economies to make 
and allots much more space to warnings of the dangers of 
attempting many more economies. This is the field where 
the economy birds comé home to roost. It notes that “as a 
result of the war years serious arrears of essential maintenance 
have accumulated.”” This situation is not peculiar to Govern- 
ment building, and the industry as a whole is rightly perturbed. 
about the persistence of this state of affairs. 

However, it is self-evident that the greater the skill with 
which economies can be effected in the building which is being 
permitted, the brighter the prospects of extending the present 
sadly limited field of building, and it is to be hoped that this 
Report will be widely read and digested. 


ARCHITECTS’ WORKING DRAWINGS 


AN investigation into the customs governing the supply 

of prints of architects’ drawings to builders, planning 
authorities and others engaged in building (printed elsewhere 
in this issue) show a lack of uniformity of practice which 
would seem to require resolving. Architects are as a pro- 
fession not grasping, and in normal times would take in their 
stride the seemingly ever-growing demands for copies of 
plans additional to those to be provided under the R.I.B.A. 
scale. 

To-day, when so much of the architect’s work is on housing, 
and a high proportion of that taken at cut fees under the 
State-aided housing scale, the cost of supplying additional 
prints required by many housing authorities becomes a heavy 
burden. Even a relatively small scheme can involve an 
architect in {£200-£300 out-of-pockets for extra prints. 
There is clearly a case for rationalising the position and 
securing some degree of uniformity, in regard both to the 
number of prints that are required and to the question 
“Who Pays ?” 
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NOTES & NEWS 


UNESCO HEADQUARTERS, PARIS 


HE French Government has informed 
the United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organisation that it 
will make available a new site for the con- 
struction in Paris of a permanent head- 
quarters of the Organisation. This site is 
located between the Porte Dauphine and the 
Porte Maillot on a plot of ground con- 
tiguous to the Bois de Boulogne. For the 
preparation of the preliminary designs, 
Unesco has appointed an international team 
of two architects and one engineer. The 
architects are Marcel Breuer (United 
States) and Bernard H. Zehrfuss (France), 
the engineer being Pier Luigi Nervi (Italy). 


“RED CROSS OF CULTURAL 
PROPERTY” 


REPRESENTATIVES of 17 States, including 
the United Kingdom, began last week 
at Unesco House, in Paris, to study 
a draft convention for the protection of 
cultural property in the event of war. 

M. Jaime Torres Bodet, director- 
general of Unesco, in welcoming the 
experts, said they had to lay the founda- 
tions for what he would call ‘‘ a Red Cross 
of cultural property.” They had to 
establish and have accepted by all States 
and by public opinion the principle that 
valuable cultural property had a right to 
the same respect as civilised nations 
showed to civilians, prisoners-of-war, 
and medical personnel and _ hospitals. 


“THE GRANGE,” FULHAM 


YET ANOTHER of London’s old and 
historic houses appears to be doomed for 
the sake of the expenditure of a few 
thousand pounds. Fulham’s director of 
housing has made a detailed report upon 
the condition of ‘‘ The Grange,” No. 40, 
North End-crescent, with the result that 
the council has decided to acquire the 
property for housing purposes. 

At a recent meeting of the town council 
the director of housing’s report was 
quoted as stating that to restore the 
northern half of “The Grange” only 
would cost from £6,000 to £11,000. 
The Society for the Protection of Ancient 
Buildings has, however, made an inde- 
pendent survey, and reports that the 
whole house, including the dilapidated 
southern part which, admittedly, ‘“ looks 
a complete wreck,” could be preserved 
for the expenditure of only £5,000 to 
£6,000, when it could be used perhaps 
for a library. Such conflicting estimates 
bring out the need for experts in ancient 
buildings to be employed on this type of 
survey. 

One councillor made a vigorous plea 
for the preservation of “ The Grange,” 
but he appears to have received little 
support. Thus a utilitarian age con- 
demns one of, if not the only, remaining 
eighteenth-century house in Fulham, 
‘ith all its associations with Burne-Jones 
and his circle, to demolition. 


THE INNER TEMPLE 


IT was announced from Buckingham 
Palace, on July 25, that the Queen is to 
lay the foundation-stone of the new hall of 
he Inner Temple on November 13. The 
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ceremony was to have taken place last 
October, but was postponed because of the 
late King’s illness. 

The new hall and library, designed by

F.R.I.B.A., are to replace the building 
destroyed by bombing. 


BUILDING EXPANSION 


Mr. Butter, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, in a review of economic and 
financial policy, on Tuesday, spoke of the 
need for expansion. He said that an 
industry in which, from recent experience, 
the Government believed that expansion 
was possible was the building industry. 
We must get higher production without 
increasing the labour force or placing an 
undue burden of imported materials on 
the balance of payments. 

The Government believed that much 
more building work could be done, with 
a given amount of steel, by the more 
general adoption of methods of building 
which used steel economically. Con- 
structions which used the old-fashioned 
methods would have to be drastically 
reduced. They looked to all in the build- 
ing industry and in the professions to 
assist in this task. At the same time 
further economies were being made in 
the use of timber in building work. 

On those assumptions the Government 
would continue their housing drive, which 
was already dchieving success. In 
general, they intended to give a larger 
share of building output to productive 
industry in 1953. They had to cut back 
here because of the steel shortage in 1952. 
But in their present economic situation 
new building for industry was of the first 
importance, and would be so treated. 


NORWAY’S SCULPTURE PARK 


THE SCULPTURE PARK at  Frogner, 
Norway, is still being extended, writes a 
correspondent. It is now 28 years since 
the Oslo City Council first agreed to 
reserve the extensive Frogner site for 
Gustav Vigeland’s massive sculpture 
project which he first visualised as far 
back as 1900. The scheme has now come 
to comprise more than one hundred 
individual and grouped human figures 
centred round a fountain, bridge, and 
monolith. Vigeland died during the war 
at his £100,000 studio built by the City 
Council. The copying and setting up of 
his bronze and granite compositions have 
gone on and no completion date can yet 
be announced. In this connection the 
city engineer has asked for an appropria- 
tion of £70,000 for the financial year 
begun this month. Appropriations since 
the project’s start are believed to approach 
£1,000,000.

SELF-HELP BUILDING 
To the Editor of The Builder 
‘QIR,—What sense of civic responsibility 
do the building trade workers possess 
when they dare to classify self-help house 
building as “‘ pernicious ” ? 

It is an established fact that something 
in :the neighbourhood of four million 
houses are needed in Britain and that the 
annual toll in condemned houses is 
roughly 200,000. If every worker in the 
building industry threw every effort into 
his job—which, I regret to say, so many 
don’t (the average output per man is 
about one-third less than it was in pre-war 
days)—and the annual output of new 
houses stepped up to 400,000, it would 
take 20 years to catch up with the need. 
By that time, if the population continues 
to increase at its present rate, there will be 
hundreds of thousands more families to 
be housed and these, with the number of 
houses condemned, would provide ample 
work for every builder for many years 
more. 

But who wants to wait 20 years or more 
for a house ? And who can afford to pay 
the high prices, resulting from the greatly 
increased wages of building and associated 
workers, and of materials, for a new house 
today? The answer to both questions 
is ‘‘ Very few indeed.” That is where the 
self-help housing associations come in. 
We are able to save some £200 or £300 
-on labour costs, and in so doing bring the 
cost of our houses down to a level at 
which they can be let at a reasonable 
rental. 

It must not be forgotten that most local 
authorities are finding the cost of building 
new houses to be considerably greater 
than they can ever hope to recover in 
rents and subsidies. I need only quote the 
case of the city of Dundee, which has an 
annual loss on housing of some £120,000. 
Housing associations have no local rate 
funds to fall back on if they make a loss, 
and therefore they have to take every care 
to ensure the maximum economy in every 
way. ‘The initial saving of some hundreds 
of pounds in labour costs on each house 
goes far to helping to this end. Who will 
dare begrudge us the right to make our 
books balance ? 

Building trade workers need have no 
fears that they will suffer permanent 
competition from members of self-help 
housing associations. In the case of the 
Dundee Housing Association, I know that 
while the members possess the maximum 
keenness to build houses for themselves, 
they have no desire at all to take up house- 
building as a career. It is probably 
exactly the same everywhere else in the 
country. 

Then there is the fact to be considered 
that since we are building our own 
houses we shall make sure that they are as 
perfect as possible. There will be no 
shoddy workmanship such as sometimes 
creeps in with some contract building. 

A decent home is the key to improved 
health and family happiness and is the 
aim of every worthwhile. man and woman 
in the country. For building trade 
workers to attempt to deny us the right to 
house ourselves is a callous selfishness of 
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which we hope they, on second thoughts, 
will be thoroughly ashamed.

IR,—The Emperor’s new clothes have 
long been plain for all to see, but 
it takes ‘“‘ City Quantity Surveyor” 
in your last issue to draw attention to 
the obvious. To-day the position of 
the quantity surveyor is akin to that of 
the Signal Corps in the army—‘‘First on the 
field and last off it.” The Signals do not 
usurp the functions of the Generals in the 
rear nor do they seek to replace the 
infantry and cavalry in the Line. The 
R.E. Signal Service of 1914 is the Royal 
Corps of Signals of to-day. 

Some similar recognition is required for the 
quantity surveyor, particularly in the public 
offices where the quantity surveyor is, liter- 
ally, in the picture from the start, albeit as 2 
fugleman. A long time ago, before the last 
war but one, there was. started a movement 
aimed at the public recognition of architects 
and architecture, and this culminated in the 
Architects’ Registration Acts, and the appoint+ 
ment of architects to public office. The 
architects’ claim beneath the R.I.B.A. emble 
“for the comfort of the citizen and _ the 
ornament of the town ”’ is now widely accepted 
as the content of their services. 

** City Quantity Surveyor ”’ agrees with the 
“ legitimate and very necessary ” function 0 
the architect, and states that he ‘‘ cannot se¢ 
why it carries with it the right to govern thé 
other technicians who perform similar indis 
pensable functions, 7.e., the structural, elec 
trical and heating engineers, the specialisi 
designers, etc.”” The architects themselves 
were vociferous in clamouring for releas 
from the vassalage of the borough and county 
engineers. Now that they have in gied 
measure achieved their freedom, it is to b¢ 
remarked that they have not in their tum 
accorded the same freedom to others. 
fact is that the orphan boy of 1910 has to-daj 
become the beggar on horseback grasping 
bulging portmanteau.

A BUILDING GLOSSARY 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—It would, I feel, be of interest to 
widen the scope of recent correspon- 
dence in your columns initiated by Mr. 
Bullock’s “‘ Scottish Building Glossary,” 
by removing the limit of the Cheviot Hills 
(as a purely Pickwickian and ephemeral 
expedient, of course !) and touching upon 
unusual or local building terms elsewhere 
current. 

The letter which Mr. Bullock received 
from the Editor of the Scottish National 
Dictionary makes reference to a Scots 
term, cherry-cocking for galleting, i.e., 
the finish obtained by impressing small 
pieces of stone into the jointing of 
masonry. This cocking is, of course, the 
Scots tongue for caulking, and the word 
has other interesting variants. ‘There is 
the caulking (or calking) executed by filling 
a joint or seam with a stopping material 
and pressing home with a blunt tool. 
There is also the caulked (or cauked) 
end to a piece of metal or timber, in the 
manner of dovetailing. 

A variation for caulking (joint filling) 
which is sometimes heard in the West 
Country is yeotting. The usage “. . . and 
yeott in with molten lead’? was common 
in bills of quantities not so very long ago. 

There must be many more such. local 
terms that would be worthy of record.

The extraordinary thing about all these 
delays is that there was no one actively 
impeding thes progress ; no one who was 
trying to get them stopped ; no one who 
did not think the rebuilding a good idea.

Why, for 
heaven’s sake, where the desirability for 
erecting a certain building is accepted, 
should it take more than a few days to 
get these formalities completed ? In fact, 
given such acceptance, why should there 
be any formalities at all ? 

Of course, where there is someone 
impeding the normal channel, as in the 
mysterious ‘case of a single flat that I 
have been trying to get rebuilt since 
1946 . . . well, that is another story.

CHURCH ROOFING 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR.—In the interesting report of the 
Committee appointed by the Central 
Council for the Care of Churches in 
conjunction with the Society for the 
Protection of Ancient Buildings in your 
issue of July 18, reference is made to 
asphalt as a substitute material, and it is 
stated that asphalt is not regarded as a 
suitable covering when laid on board and 
timber trusses which are subject to 
thermal changes with resultant cracking of 
the asphalt. I must take exception to the 
way in which this statement is phrased 
because it is detrimental to the good name 
of asphalt, which has been used on wooden 
roofs with complete success for many 
years. Generally speaking it can be 
stated that when cracking occurs in 
asphalt on wooden structures it is due to 
the movement between the roof itself 
and its parapets or adjacent buildings, 
and because proper care has not been 
exercised in constructional detail. 


It has always been appreciated that 
thermal changes in timber structures are 
considerable and that adequate provision 
has to be made for compensating this 
movement ; Codes of Practice have been 
issued by the British Standards Institu- 
tion and trade organisations which give 
clear illustrations of the methods to be 
adopted, and if they are followed cracking 
will not occur when asphalt is applied. 

I feel that it is important for attention 
to be drawn to this matter as reading the 
report could create a definite prejudice 
against asphalt and I am sure the eminent 
authors had no such intention.

When used in that 
position it is, of course, imperative that 
black sheathing felt should be employed 
as an underlay for insulation and isolation, 
The use of this traditional material will 
ensure that any normal movements in 
the boarding will not be transmitted to. 
the asphalt.

‘** Asphalte in Modern Building Con- 
struction’: the authors stress the im- 
portance of sheathing felt as an isolating 
medium for all types of work when 
asphalt is employed.

Every material has its special uses and in the opinion 
of the Committee, asphalt though one .of the most 
valuable. materials for waterproofing concrete flats, 
gutters, parapets and cornices, etc., is not a suitable 
substitute for traditional materials when applied to the 
roofs of ancient churches. With. old timber roofs, 
which are uneven, movement cannot be localised so 
that provision for it cannot be made satisfactorily with 
sliding joints at abutments as suggested in B.S. Code 
of Practice.”’

THE library is situated at the junction of Holly- 

hedge-road and Solway-road, Wythenshawe, 
the area of the site being approximately half an 
acre. The site is level throughout and is seeded 
and planted with trees. 


The building is L-shaped on plan with the actual 
lending library facing on to the main road 
(Hollyhedge-road). In order to give the maximum 
amount of wall space to bookshelves, there is only 
one door leading from the lending library to the stock 
room and mess room, etc. The lending library is 
73 ft. long by 28 ft. 6 in. wide and is divided into two 
sections, children and adults. 


The control barrier usually associated with 
libraries has been omitted: this is a new policy 
adopted by Manchester Libraries Committee and 
has proved quite successful. In place of the control 
barrier there is an entrance foyer with a large plate- 
glass screen which gives the library staff full visual 
control of all people entering and leaving the building. 
The large windows to the front of the library have 
been brought to within gin. of the floor level. 
This not only gives a maximum amount of natural 
light, but also enables people passing to have an 
uninterrupted view into the library, which in turn, 
it is hoped, will attract more readers. 


CONSTRUCTION 


The walls to the lending library are constructed 
in 134 in. load-bearing brickwork, while the stock 


room and mess room, etc., are of I1in. cavity 
construction. All external walls are faced with 
golden brown rustic facings. The roof construction 
consists of precast concrete units spanning between 
rolled steel joists at 12 ft. centres. In the lending 
library there is a false ceiling of insulation board 
suspended on metal hangers from the precast 
concrete units. The roof is finished with three 
layers of bituminous felt. 


There is a reconstructed stone surround to the 
large windows and entrance foyer on the front 
elevation. The inner and outer entrance doors are 
pressed metal. The large metal windows to the 
lending library are set in pressed metal sunk frames. 
The entrance steps of the foyer are York stone. 


FINISHES 

Walls are plastered throughout and finished two 
coats sealer and two coats of oil-bound water paint. 
The end wall to the children’s library is finished in 
pompeian red and the foyer wall in the children’s 
library in middle blue. The end wall in the adults 
library is finished in middle blue with the foyer wall 
pompeian red. The remaining walls and ceiling in 
the lending library are cream and the doors from the 
foyer and to the stock room are finished throughout 
in French grey.

In the foyer there is a flower-pot stand of veneered 
walnut in which there are holes of varying sizes to

Fluorescent lighting is installed throughout the 
library and heating is by electricity. The heating 
units in the lending library are twin cervette heaters 
which are housed underneath the book shelves and 
are thermostatically controlled.

Who Pays for Supplying Prints? 
[By Our Special Representative] 


HERE appears today to be an ever- 
increasing number of prints of 
architects’ drawings being required by 
yarious people to enable building work to 
be carried on smoothly. The builder is 
requiring more copies ; client authorities 
need more; planning permission takes 
quite a number ; and sub-contractors no 
longer look to the builder but come: direct 
to the architect for their copies. 

Even the most generous of architects 
have from time to time to send in accounts 
to their clients—and while normally it is 
reasonably easy to compute the fees 
payable, the problem of “ additional 
services ”—especially where it applies to 
extra sets of drawings—is one which must 
have baffled many. 

It is to be recalled that this practice is 
not mentioned in the many and varied 
clauses and agreements between architects 
and their clients—agreements which 
incidentally were first made before the war 
when the problem was not so acute. The 
R.I.B.A. booklet on Scale of Professional 
Charges states that the architect shall 
furnish the contractor with two sets of 
drawings and further details for the proper 
carrying out of the work. 

Under “‘ Services not included ” is an 
item for making additional drawings for 
use of client, clerk of works, contractors 
or sub-contractors, drawings for negotiat- 
ing with ground landlords, adjoining 
owners, public authorities, licensing 
authorities or others. 

In the State-Aided Housing Scale 
negotiating with Ministries is included, 
also plans to local authority and supplying 
two copies for use of main contractors. 
Not included are making extra drawings 
for client, contractors, sub-contractors or 
clerk of works’ use. 


CONFLICTING PRACTICES 


The scale for State-Aided Multi- 
Storeyed Flats states that out-of-pocket 
expenses and printing charges for addi- 
tional copies of drawings and documents 
are not included in the fee. It does not say 
what the additional drawings are, but 
introduces a new item, that of supplying 
drawings and instructions to contractors, 
as provided for in the conditions of the 
building contract. Extra drawings for 
client, contractor, ‘sub-contractors and 
clerk of works are not included in fees. 

These documents seem to vary in 
laying down what the architect is expected 
todo. Toexamine them in tabulated form :

The problem is further complicated 
in that in the scale for State-Aided Flats 
the contractor is entitled to two sets of 
drawings, and under clause “D” it 
would appear that drawings for Town and 
Country Planning are paid for by the 
client. 

Yet the position of the quantity surveyor 
is clear ; he gets paid for all lithography— 
but his work is somewhat useless till the 
bills are printed, at least in reasonable 
numbers. 

To make confusion worse confounded, 
certain local authorities specifically state 
in their agreements that the architect 
pays for all prints while others, either by 
agreement or tacitly, themselves pay for 
all the prints. 


A BURDEN ON THE ARCHITECT 


Is the question a serious one? Figures 
obviously vary from job to job and from 
contractor to contractor, and it is difficult 
to find any standard figure. But on some 
housing schemes, perhaps having only 140 
or so houses, print bills of £200 or more 
are not uncommon. A burden out of all 
proportion to what was originally intended 
is therefore being carried by the architect, 


It would help matters if the position 
was clearly defined—and at the same time 
the position of the contractor made clear; 
just how many sets does he reasonably 
need ? On some jobs he manages on two, 
on others he needs four sets and an 
additional six copies of many of the 
drawings to enable him to get in his P.C.s 
and instruct his sub-contractors. Again, 
is it necessary for sub-contractors to have 
complete sets or should they be prepared 
to work from the foreman’s set ? 

While the cost is a variable quantity, 
it could probably be assessed by experience 
on a percentage of cost and type of work. 
It would, therefore, appear natural that 
it should form part of the cost of the 
contract. Prints of. drawings, after all, 
are a necessary part of carrying out of the 
building. 

At present, no one method of charging 
is universal among architects ; the method 
adopted by public authorities varies 
considerably, whilst the private client is 
guided by his architect. 

It would be interesting to know from 
builders what their requirements really 
are. Do they get sufficient copies. of 
drawings? Do they get the right type of 
prints? Have they considered the best 
method of keeping them on the job? 
They generally seem to get tattered, torn 
and tea-stained. Should a complete set 
be kept on the job in folders or clips for 
use in the office only and not to be taken 
on the site? 

When their views are known, it seems 
time that this matter should be clarified 
for the sake of all concerned.

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NORTHERN IRELAND 
HOUSING TRUST 


8,916 Dwellings Completed 


URING the past three years. the 
Northern Ireland Housing Trust has 
built at the rate of slightly over six houses 
per working day, and it is estimated that 
one in every 42 of the population now lives 
in a Trust House. During the year £275,000 
was collected in rents and at March 31 last 
arrears of rent owing by tenants on all 
estates amounted to £78. Arrears owing by 
ex-tenants and in course of collection 
amounted to £242, and since the Trust’s 
formation £40 has been written off as 
irrecoverable. 

These facts are contained in the Trust’s 
seventh annual report, which was published 
recently (price 2s.). In the year under review 
1,868 houses were completed; altogether 
8,658 have been built by the Trust since its 
inception. A further 3,152 were under con- 
tract at March 31, and sites had been 
acquired for a total of 16,000 dwellings. 
Altogether the Trust is engaged on work 
in connection with about 100 different sites 
and estates. 

Since March 31 a further 258 houses have 
been completed, so that the grand total of 
houses built by the Trust is now 8,916: 

The report states that the Trust’s seventh 
year has been overshadowed by rising costs, 
an experience common to all housing 
authorities. From 1947 to the middle of 
1950 it had been possible to hold the rents 
at the 1945 figure and to meet increased costs 
by economies in the design and size of 
houses. In doing this, all temptation to 
save money by lowering the standard of con- 
struction was firmly resisted and the ameni- 
ties of the estates were preserved. 

Faced in 1947 with the alternative of 
economising on the houses or increasing the 
rents, the Trust felt that the importance of 
holding rents at the lowest possible levet 
was paramount and concentrated on hold- 
ing the rent of the four-apartment house at 
14s. In the autumn of 1950 new types of 
both two- and three-bedroomed flats had 
been designed. The rise in costs during 
their construction meant a higher rent than 
had been anticipated, but it was still 
possible to let them at considerably less 
than the houses. They have made a real 
contribution to the problem and have 
proved popular. The Trust is continuing 
to build them in quantity. 

The report goes on to refer to further 
rises in prices. In the autumn of 1951 the 
stage had at last been reached when the 
rise in costs had to be met by a rise in 
rents for new houses, and the Trust was 
forced to abandon its 14s. rent which had 
been held for so many years. 

In November, 1951, the rate of interest 
on the 60-year Government loans which 
finance the Trust was raised from 3 per 
cent. to 3} per cent. This would have meant 
an increase of about 5s. 6d. per week in 
rent. The interest rate was raised again in 
February, 1952, to 44 per cent. At the time 
of the first increase the Government had 
undertaken to review the rate of subsidy 
and, from February 29, 1952, the subsidy 
has been greatly increased. This has saved 
the situation, although it is too early to 
estimate the exact effect of the new subsidy. 
The Trust is building on some 48 sites, all 
of them started at different dates and all 
at different stages on February 29, and a 
complicated situation will have to be clari- 
fied before the true picture can be seen. 

In the Belfast area work has started on 
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the large estate near Carnmoney which will 
contain nearly 3,000 dwellings with a popu- 
lation of some 10,000 people. It is to be 
hoped that by 1953 this estate will begin 
to make a real contribution to the Belfast 
problem. 

Last year it was reported that the erec- 
tion of a further 434 dwellings was in pro- 
gress in Londonderry adjacent to the 537 
already built. The flow of completed 
houses has now started and, when this exten- 
sion is complete, it should, along with the 
extensive building by the Corporation, prove 
a great help in the solution of the very 
serious housing problem in Londonderry. 


Urban and Rural Areas 

In the year under review 14 urban and 
seven rural estates were completed and an 
interesting trend in the demand for houses 
was beginning to appear. When the first half 
of some of the urban estates had been filled 
the Trust. began to feel apprehensive that 
it might prove difficult to fill the last houses 
at the necessary rents with families really 
in need. While this fear proved unjustified, 
examination of the application forms in the 
town halls seemed to show that the Trust 
scheme, together with the houses erected by 
the local authorities, had met the need of 
most of those able and willing to. pay the 
rents. It appeared that until lower rents 
could be achieved the demand was largely 
met. Then came a change. Fresh applica- 
tions began to flow in. It seems probable 
that as the new modern houses became a 
visible and accepted part of the town, many 
families began to realise the great advan- 
tages of a house with modern amenities and 
in pleasant surroundings. The general rise 
in the cost of living made the rent seem 
more reasonable even to those accustomed to 
a much lower rent for a much poorer house, 
and the rise in wages made it financially 
more possible for them to contemplate a 
move. This changing attitude towards the 
value of better housing is a highly signifi- 
cant and satisfactory development. Unfortu- 
nately the recent rise in unemployment has 
checked this tendency, but the Trust has still 
felt justified in going back to a number of 
towns to build a second estate with full con- 
fidence that both demand and need are there. 

While the Trust is constantly mindful of 
the number of families which need houses 
but cannot afford the rent, it is clear that 
much of the congestion in many towns has 
already been relieved and that the further 
provision now being made will have the 
effect of releasing more accommodation 
elsewhere for those unable to meet the rents 
on the new estates. 


BUILDING LICENSING IN 
NORTHERN IRELAND 


Control Relaxed 

From July 1 there has been a substantial 
relaxation of control over building in 
Northern Ireland. The Minister of Finance 
has stated that a new building control order 
will provide that during the period July 1, 
1952, to June 30, 1953, work may be done 
on any property without a building licence 
if the cost of the work, together with the 
cost of any previous work carried out on 
the property without a licence in that period, 
does not exceed £250 or, in the case of a 
“designated building,” the present limit of 
£500. 


Local authorities and public utility under- 
takings must still obtain an authorisation for 
building work, other than maintenance, 
where the total cost of the work amounts 
in any one case to more than £500. 
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BUILDING SUPERVISION 
Training Within the Industry 
TTHE educational facilities available for 

training employees in the building 
industry for managerial and _ supervisory 
posts form the subject of a Report* pre. 
sented to the Minister of Works by the 
Building Apprenticeship and _— Training 
Council, The Report examines university 
studies in building, full-time and part-time 
courses for National Diplomas, and courses 
in management and foremanship. 

The report may be briefly summarised as 
follows :— 

(i) Although the building course at Man- 
chester University has proved successful and 
students from it readily find posts in the 
industry, most of the other universities show 
no inclination to establish Building Degree 
courses. 

(ii) On the other hand, the number of 
students in National Diploma courses at 
technical colleges, which cover substantially 
the same ground as degree courses, has 
greatly increased since the end of the war, 
Whether the present figure will be main 
tained, now that Further Education and 
Training grants have been discontinued, is 
a matter for speculation. 

(iii) A number of courses in general fore- 
manship has been established in recent 
years, but it is too early to say how effec- 
tive they are. 

(iv) Although the licentiate discussion 
clubs of the Institute of Builders in London 
and a few other big cities are doing useful 
work, schemes of training for management 
and courses for potential managers have not 
been successfully established. 

The report therefore recommends :— 

(i) That the widest publicity be given by 
all concerned to the present facilities for 
higher training in the industry, and to the 
value to employers of persons with recog: 
nised qualifications. 

(ii) That employers encourage all em- 
ployees to pursue their technical training to 
the full extent of their capacity, and make 
it known that both technical and adminis- 
trative training and practical experience are 
considered when making appointments to 
technical and administrative positions. 

(iii) That employers’ organisations should 
ensure the widest possible understanding 
among their members as to the best way 
in which students from University Degree 
and National Diploma courses can enter the 
industry, and that recruitment from thes 
courses should be actively encouraged. 

(iv) That full support be given by the 
industry to the existing arrangements of 
local education authorities for courses i 
general foremanship training. 

(v) That the development of management 
studies be pressed forward energetically by 
the industry as has been done for general 
foremanship studies. 

(vi) That employers should encourage 
suitable employees who have carried theif 
studies to Higher National Certificate of 
Diploma level to proceed to Licentiateship 
and Associateship of the Institute of 
Builders, and should give due weight to this 
qualification when making appointments 1 
the higher technical and administrative 
posts. 

(vii) That in appropriate cases, employes 
should be encouraged to study for qualifica 
tions similar to those in (vi) awarded by 
other examining bodies.

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ACHIEVING ECONOMY IN MATERIALS 
A New Guide for the Building and Civil Engineering Industries 


TOWARDS the end of 1951 an investiga- 

tion was begun into the possibilities of 
increased economy in the use of the main 
materials employed in this country. The 
building and works programmes of the main 
Government Departments carrying out works 
were examined, with the result that the heads 
of the Works Directorates of the Service 
Departments and the Ministry of Works, 
under the chairmanship of Sir Charles Mole, 
M.V.O., Director-General of Works, Minis- 
try of Works, have produced a _ Report* 
which was published by H.M. Stationery 
Office on Friday last. 


J NTRODUCING the Report at a Press 

conference, Mr. HuGH MoLson, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary, M.o.W., said it was very 
much to the interest of the building industry 
itself, as of the whole community, that our 
building resources should be used economic- 
ally. Mr. Marples, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government, 
and he had been asked to investigate the 
whole field of materials economy. They 
began with a survey of the Government De- 
partments’ building field, and the report 
represented the findings of a large team of 
professional specialists; it had been adopted 
as a guide to practice for future building 
works by the Service departments and the 
Ministry of Works; what was good enough 
for them would not, he hoped, be unaccept- 
able to the private building contractor. 

After giving examples of economy by 
substitution—in particular the use of tough 
tubber-sheathed cable for lead-sheathed 
cable for airfield lighting systems, and of 
strip-rolled and tubular designs for storage 
sheds—Mr. Molson stated that Mr. Marples 
and he were now engaged in the second part 
of their survey, which lay in the direction 
of examining the existing recommendations 
relating to bricks, cement and timber. A 
separate series of bulletins on steel economy 
—intended to enable architects and engineers 
to make a positive approach to steel 
economy at the design stage—would be 
published in the early autumn. 

Answering questions, Mr. MOoLson, asked 
whether the recommendations of the Report 
were acceptable under local authority bye- 
laws, revealed that new model bye-laws 
would be issued within the next few months. 
Local authorities were being consulted and 
he hoped that such authorities would accept 
the new bye-laws without making too many 
alterations. 

SiR CHARLES MOLE (Director-General, 
Ministry of Works), supplementing _ this 
reply, said that when the new London 
Building Act and the model bye-laws came 
in, these would enable the general tenor of 
the report to be accepted. There had been 
Much opposition to economy by some local 
authorities, but the position would be eased 
if such authorities would take a more liberal 
attitude to new economy proposals. It was 
also the aim to get over to the architect and 
professional man, and also to the contractor, 
the need for a spirit of economy. 

Mr. Mo son, in reply to another question, 
said that the new Report was dictated partly 
by real advances in knowledge and materials 
and partly by economic conditions. The 
Report did not go very far below the Codes 
of Practice; generally, they had tried to keep 
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the Ministry of Works by H.M. Stationery Office 
Price 2s. 


in line. Likewise, the applications of 
economy came within the recommendations 
of the British Standards Institution. 

Masor-GENn. GRAND (Director of Fortifica- 
tions and Works, War Office) stressed the 
importance of avoiding waste on the site. He 
thought it possible to save from 5 to 10 
per cent. of materials by ordinary care on 
the building work. Amplifying this, Sm 
CHARLES MOLE agreed that waste due to 
carelessness was very considerable. It 
occurred on almost every site, and was _par- 
ticularly prevalent in regard to cement, 
timber and tiles, though mishandling of steel 
sections in transit was not unknown. 

In closing the conference, MR. MOLSON 
said that the bulletins to which he had re- 
ferred would be extended to include not 
steel alone but cement, electric wiring and 
timber. They would probably appear in 
mid-September. Stressing the avoidance of 
waste, he said that the real point was to 
achieve satisfactory supervision by contrac- 
tors on the site. 


OUTLINE OF CONTENTS 


"THE field of application has gone beyond 

the work of the Government itself, and 
the Report represents a code of practice 
intended to be applied to greater or lesser 
extent to all building and allied work carried 
out during the present need for stringent 
economy. The four Departments which con- 
tributed have already adopted it as a code 
of practice mandatory in their Works 
Directorates. 

The Report points out that the saving of 
one scarce material may sometimes be in- 
consistent with the saving of another, and 
the first section of the Report lists the four 
more important scarce materials: steel, 
cement, bricks, softwood. 

The Report is in six sections; the first 
three constitute a guide to building and civil 
engineering practice from the standpoint of 
materials economy, the second three sections 
being more specialised, dealing respectively 
with airfields, mechanical and electrical en- 
gineering, and with steel economy. They are 
nevertheless consistent with the rest in the 
principles of materials saving which they 
adopt. 

A great part of present Government build- 
ing is for defence purposes, and this con- 
stitutes a relatively short-term programme. 
Emphasis has therefore been placed on 
short-term economies. Nevertheless, the 
question of economic maintenance has not 
been left out of account, and the third 
section of the Report is devoted entirely to 
this subject. 


Principal Recommendations 


Of the many recommendations 
Report the more general include: — 

(1) Buildings should be classified carefully 
according to whether the requirement is 
permanent or temporary, using an inter- 
mediate category where a permanent build- 
ing is liable to a change of user, and where 
design should therefore allow for internal 
alterations to meet changing needs. 


(2) It is necessary to plan for minimum 
circulating space in buildings, and floor 
heights should be no greater than is needed 
for the particular user. 


(3) Basement accommodation should be 
eliminated where possible. Economies can 


in the 
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be made in excavation and by replacing, 
where possible, reinforced concrete for foun- 
dations, retaining walls, etc., by mass con- 
crete or brickwork. 

(4) Importance is attached to the economy 
that can be made by using prestressed con- 
crete for certain applications. The Report 
also specifies certain economies which are 
possible in the component parts of buildings 
and in fittings and finishes. 


(5) Important economies can’ be made in 
steelwork by using welded work in place of 
riveting or bolting. ® 

(6) In connection with road formations 
and heavy structures, savings can be made 
by using soil stabilisation and also by making 
use of the findings of soil mechanics. 


Savings in Electrical Work 


In some cases, states the Report, it is 
possible to assess an approximate numerical 
value of the saving estimated to result from 
using these recommendations. For instance, 
the recommendation to revert as an interim 
measure to the war emergency relaxations of 
the regulations for the electrical equipment 
of buildings would promote a nation-wide 
economy in copper to the extent of about 
20 per cent. of that used in internal electric 
cabling. Aga®, the use of tough rubber- 
sheathed cable laid direct in the ground for 
airfield lighting systems, as against the 
normal practice of using lead-sheathed 
cables, would save, it is estimated, 600 tons 
of lead a year. 


Economy in Steel 


Important savings would result from the 
application of the recommendations in the 
final section of the Report (steel economy). 
For instance, in a three-bay storage shed 
120 ft. by 210 ft. long, the use of the strip- 
rolled and tubular designs here recommended 
would show savings of the order of 30 per 
cent. and 40 per cent. respectively, over the 
normal bolted and riveted construction. 
General savings of from 2 per cent. to 5 
per cent. would result in carefully designed 
semi-rigid construction for multi-storey 
buildings, and a further small saving would 
be given by fully rigid framing. 

Generally, the cumulative effect of consis- 
tently applying the many individual recom- 
mendations is expected to produce a sub- 
stantial contribution to the national effort 
to save scarce materials. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR 
BUILDING 


The six sections of the Report are: I, 
Building; II, Heavy Civil Engineering; II, 
Maintenance; IV, Airfields; V, Mechanical 
and Electrical Engineering; and VI, Steel 
Economy Memorandum. 

The recommendations in Section I, Build- 
ing, are summarised in the Report as 
follow :— 


The Committee examined the current practices 
on the under-mentioned types of buildings : 

(1) Office, (2) Social Service, (3) Store, (4) Post 
Office. (5) Housing, (6) Barrack, (7) Grain Silo, 
(8) Abattoir and (9) Industrial, and herewith 
summarise their recommendations : 

Class of Structure: Establish at the outset the 
long-term occupational requirements. 4 Where 
these are likely to change rapidly use skeleton 
construction. 

Civil Defence : Make a fresh assessment of the 
need for Civil Defence requirements. 

Planning: Keep to a minimum the area of 
circulating space. Increase use of repetitive 
gridding. 

Internal Heights: 
pational needs. 


Relate heights to occu- 
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Excavations, Foundations and Retaining Walls : 

Avoid basements wherever possible. 

Keep basements within a simple outline. 

Where no basement, consider half sunk heating 
chamber. 

Substitute mass concrete for reinforced con- 
crete in foundations and basement floor slabs. 
Consider. substitution of mass concrete or brick- 
work for reinforced concrete retaining walls. 

Influence contractors to avoid backfilling in 
concrete. 

Use asphalt tanking only where there is water 
pressure. 

For housing where a foundation bottom is 
appreciably more than 2 ft. deep consider short- 
bored piles or strip foundations, similarly on clay 
sites. 

Floors and Stairs: Where width of building is 
15 ft. to 35 ft. use prestressed concrete or hollow 
tile slabs, omitting floor beams and internal 
columns and reducing floor-to-floor height 
accordingly. 

For housing and similar structures ground- 
floor concrete slabs should not be more than 
4 in. thick. 

Confine use of membrane floor construction to 
wet sites. 

Walls, Partitions and Windows: Use more 
cavity wall construction generally, including 
multi-storey buildings, and use clinker blocks or 
hollow blocks for inner leaves. 

Avoid use of lead for damp-proof courses or 
for gutters in cavity walls. 

Use bituminous felt at jambs in cavity walls. 

Consider substitution of tile or brick cills for 
precast concrete cills. 

Use precast concrete cills in short lengths and 
omit reinforcement. 

Use light expanded metal in brickwork over 
openings and reduce size of concrete lintols. 

Use cement bedding to timber joists. 

Substitute wherever practicable clinker or 
hollow block partitions for brick partitions. 

Avoid large areas of window. 

Consider substitution of hardwood for purpose- 
made steel windows. 

Consider substitution of softwood for standard- 
made steel windows. 

Omit sub-frames to windows. 

Roofs: Use prestressed concrete or hollow 
tile slabs. 

Use asbestos cement decking or reinforced 
wood wool slabs. 

Use more timber joists in lieu of concrete slabs. 

Omit or reduce heights of parapet walls. 

Keep roof pitches to the minimum and use 
simple straightforward roofs without hips and 
valleys. 

On housing or temporary works use asbestos 
cement gutters and down-pipes. 

Where cast-iron gutters, etc., are used keep to 
B.S.S. standards. Keep sizes to a minimum. 

FINISHES: Walls: Where it is not essential 
to have completely hygienic surfaces consider 
use of fairface work. 

Where plastering is necessary use more retarded 
hemi-hydrated plaster. 

For lavatories or non-public stairs use cold 
glaze or gloss painted surfaces. 

Floors and Stairs: Use thermo-plastic tiles 
where suitable. 

In lavatories use quarry or pressed concrete 
tiles or granolithic in lieu of terrazzo. 

Do not use terrazzo on non-public stairs. 

Substitute solid balustrades for metal balus- 
trades. 

Ceilings : Where plastering is omitted to walls 
similarly omit to ceilings. 

Avoid suspended ceilings wherever possible. 

If suspended ceilings have to be used employ 
plasterboard, unplastered, with joint covering. 

Fittings: In housing, except for service per- 
sonnel occupation, keep provision down to 
local authority standards. 

In housing provide picture rails in not more than 
two rooms, otherwise avoid rails. 

Wherever possible use standard doors. 

On internal doors substitute latches for locks 
wherever possible. 

Use more plastic door furniture. 
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Services and Drainage : Keep number of man- 
holes to the minimum. 

Use rubble drains instead of brick lined soak- 
aways. 

Keep quality of materials and construction 
down to model bye-law standards. 

Use one-pipe plumbing more extensively and 
plan accordingly. 

On housing and small buildings omit water 
storage where permitted by water undertakings. 

Extend use of plastics for water waste preventers. 

Site Works : Keep layouts tightly planned. 

Site buildings, and design them, to suit the 
contours. 

Provide concrete roads only where heavy traffic 
and sub-soil conditions make them necessary. 

Generally use tarmacadam roads. 

Use cement or bitumen soil stabilisation where 
subgrades are suitable. 

Omit general use’ of kerbs, and substitute flush 
concrete margins if heavy maintenance is likely. 

Generally grade roads to one side only. 

Keep road width to the minimum and use 
more passing bays. 

Provide house paths in tarmacadam. 

Keep forecourt walls low or substitute simple 
kerb. 

Bulk Purchase : Examine financial implications 
of bulk purchase. 


STEEL ECONOMY 


In view of the present shortage, this Section 
(No. VI) is prepared as a general guide to steel 
economies. Fundamentals and their practical 
application are shown with proposals in each 
category. The types of structures principally 
concerned in this can be brought into five classes, 
namely : Shed work or single-storey workshons ; 
single-storey buildings generally ; multi-storey 
buildings ; towers and gantries ; and foundations 
and retaining walls. 

Action recommended is : 


Shed Work and Single-storey Workshops: 
Use welded work as much as possible and try to 
force up its use in the case of recalcitrant firms ; 
endeavour to utilise tubular work in appropriate 
cases ; use strip-rolled work for trusses and such 
like, under, say, 30 ft. span in cases where corro- 
sion cannot readily occur—NOT in open sheds ; 
in riveted work, keep rivet pitches tight to econo- 
mise in gusset sizes ; use load-bearing brickwork 
wherever possible ; and in suitable cases use 
“ plastic’? method of design. 

Single-storey Buildings Generally: Use rein- 
forced concrete and prestressed concrete as much 
as possible and discourage uneconomical layouts 
in which, for example, long spans are proposed 
merely for zxsthetic reasons ; in normal rein- 
forced concrete, utilise the principle of continuous 
construction where rigid foundations are assured ; 
if steel portals are required, use welded construc- 
tion ; avoid tall steel portals and take up lateral 
forces through roof and end. wall bracing ; use 
prestressed concrete portals where appropriate ; 
and use load-bearing brickwork wherever possible. 

Multi-storey Buildings: In normal §steel- 
framed construction start stanchions from top of 
basement walls except where defence require- 
ments apply. Keep beam plate curtailments 
down to the thecretical minimum ; introduce all- 
welded construction in appropriate cases and 
where contractual arrangements can reasonably 
be made ; avoid steel framing and employ rein- 
forced concrete in as many instances as possible ; 
in special cases consider strip-rolled sections for 
small spans ; work to increased steel stresses in 
reinforced concrete design, i.e., from 18,000 to 
20,000 lb. per sq. in. ; and use load-bearing walls 
and pier construction to four storeys in height. 
(War explosion effects might militate against use 
of load-bearing walls in target areas.) 

Towers, Gantries, etc.: Use reinforced con- 
crete for gantries where practicable ; pay careful 
attention to the most economical anatomy for 
tall towers and use tubular construction for small 
towers ; avoid the use of Vierendeel construc- 
tion for towers ; construct tank towers in brick- 
work or lightly reinforced concrete ; and tall 
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chimneys should be in brickwork, not steel or 
reinforced concrete. 

Foundations, Retaining Walls, etc.: Avoid 
the use of reinforced concrete retaining walls as 
much as possible and have recourse to mass 
concrete or brickwork ; keep foundation slabs 
thick and simple in order to avoid the use of 
reinforcement or to keep it to a minimum ; and 
employ reinforced concrete sheet piling in lieu 
of steel piling and experiment with the use of pre- 
stressed piling as much as possible. 


SUBSTITUTES FOR MILD STEEL 


Brief notes on the effect on cost of using sub- 
stitutes for mild steel are as follows : 

Mild Steel: Greatest availability ; lowest 
cost per ton ; steelwork and shops laid out for 
it ; easy welding technique ; and scantlings are 
the most economical in many cases. 

High-tensile Steels: Price per ton about 12 
per cent. higher than mild steel; deflection 
criteria may hinder use of maximum stresses but 
probably an 8 to 10 per cent. ultimate saving in. 
weight ; welding technique more difficult and, at 
present, limited by B.S. to mild steel stresses. 

Normal Reinforced Concrete: Should be 
cheaper than encased steel but may be dearer than 
naked steel—depending on repetition ; generally 
less rapid than steel in building ; repetition is not 
such great advantage as in steel construction. 

Prestressed Concrete: Dearer than reinforced 
concrete and, therefore, than steel ; consider- 
able cheapening with shop repetition which would 
make it competitive with steel for small parts— 
lintols, sleepers and such like. 

Strip Steel and Tubular Construction: Higher 
cost of fabrication but ultimate cost not greater 
than hot-rolled mild steel. 


PRESTRESSED CONCRETE 


The Report gives the following notes on pre- 
stressed concrete : 

Prestressed concrete for simple structural 
elements svch as flat roof beams, etc., can be 
relied upon to carry a prescribed: load with 
adequate margin against failure. 

When designed, taking into account the effects 
of ageing (such as creep in the materials), the 
question of durability of prestressed concrete is 
removed from earlier doubts and fears. 

Fire resistance comparable with other forms of 
reinforced concrete can be obtained by the pro- 
vision of adequate cover to the reinforcement. 

Continuous frames involving the use of pre- 
stressed concrete members can be as satisfactorily 
constructed as frames in normal reinforced 
concrete. At present, however, the design of 
such frames demands more investigation for pre- 
stressed concrete than for reinforced concrete, 
although as more experience is gained this feature 
will tend to reduce. Prestressed concrete con- 
struction also calls for more site supervision, but 
again, as uniformity of quality control of concrete- 
making and the technique of prestressing is 
acquired by experience, misgivings due to this 
aspect will tend to disappear. 

With regard to the use of prestressed concrete 
from the point of view of Civil Defence, its re- 
sistance to impulsive forces has not yet been fully 
established, but so far as is known, the effect of a 
near-by explosion upon a prestressed concrete 
frame would not be significantly different from 
that on a normal reinforced concrete frame. 

Discretion is called for as to the extent to 
which prestressed concrete should be used in a 
building. For instance, it would not be wise to 
discard the suitable combination of reinforced 
concrete and prestressed concrete construction to 
achieve adequate stability simultaneously with 
the exercise of economy in the use of steel.

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IN PARLIAMENT 
Housing Bill 


ON July 22, the House of Lords considered 
the Housing Bill in Committee. 

On Clause 1 (Contributions and grants for 
houses occupied under contracts of service) 
Lorp SILKIN pointed out that under the 
Housing Act of 1936 subsidies were made 
available for persons who built houses for 
agricultural workers. There was at first a 
subsidy of £10 a year, which was increased 
to £15, for 40 years. Then came the Housing 
Act of 1946, which repealed the provision, 
and subsidies were no longer available 
for persons who built houses for agricultural 
workers unless those houses’ were 
let in the normal way subject to the Rent 
Restriction Acts. It was intended to dis- 
courage the tied house, although a number 
of houses were built after 1946 without the 
subsidy. The present Bill restored the sub- 
sidy, and, when it became an Act, any per- 
son who built a house of that kind would 
get a subsidy of £15 for 40 years. 

He moved an amendment to provide that 
the same advantage of receiving a subsidy 
should be made available to the unhappy 
person who happened to build his house 
between 1946 and 1952. He was not pro- 
posing that this should be retrospective. He 
was suggesting that a person who built a 
house between 1946 and 1952 should get 
a subsidy from the time that this Bill became 
law, provided that he complied with the con- 
ditions. 

He suggested that the person who built 
a house without subsidy between 1946 and 
1952 was likely to build the kind of house 
that did not need a subsidy. But there was 
no means test in this subsidy. Many people 
built houses between 1936 and 1946 and were 
getting their subsidy, although they never 
needed it. There was no question of apply- 
ing a means test. The only qualifications 
for getting a subsidy were that the house: was 
being built for a member of the agricultural 
classes, and that it complied with the con- 
ditions laid down in the 1936 Act. He 
would therefore suggest, in the name of 
equity and fair dealing, that people who, 
but for the interregnum during which the 
subsidy was not available would have 
received a subsidy, should now receive it. 

LorD WooLTon, the Lord President of 
the Council, said that the essence of the 
question was that a house received a subsidy 
if it was approved for a subsidy before it 
was built. Here were a number of people 
—he did not suppose it was a large number 
—who, for their own good reasons, decided 
to build houses at a time when they knew 
that no subsidies were available. It was 
quite true that they were obviously able to 
afford to do it. He did not mean that 
there should be any question of a means 
test, but that they did it with a full know- 
ledge of the law. 

In his amendment, Lord Silkin now asked 
that the Government should proceed to give 
subsidies to people who built houses know- 
ing full well that no subsidy. was available. 
It would be an expenditure of public money 
that really could not be justified. 


ViscounT HupDsOoN said he was not sure 
that Lord Woolton had not been a little 
unfair to these people. After all, they did 
not build these houses for fun. They built 
them, presumably, because they thought they 
were required to carry out what public opin- 
ion and what the Government of the day 
were continually saying, namely, that it was 
hecessary to increase, or at least to maintain, 
domestic food production. They did not 
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apply for the subsidy because, in their 
opinion—and they were entitled to that 
opinion—the terms on which it would have 
been granted (namely, that the cottage must 
become a rent-restricted cottage, and, there- 
fore, not available for future employees on 
that particular estate) might vitiate the 
reason for which the cottage was built. 

There was a strong case in equity to enable 
these people now to receive a subsidy, which 
presumably would help them to incur the 
future capital expenditure which the Govern- 
ment were saying was needed in the national 
interest. Therefore, he hoped the Lord 
President would still keep an open mind on 
the matter. 

The amendment was negatived. 

LorD WOOLTON moved the following new 
clause :— 

“Power to acquire land for shops, recrea- 
tion grounds and other ancillary purposes. 
—The power of a local authority to acr --e 
land under Part V of the Housing ..ct, 
1936, shall include power to acquire land 
(including houses or other buildings) pro- 
posed to be used for any purpose authorised 
by section 80 of that Act or section 
seven of the Housing Act, 1949 (which con- 
fer additional powers in connection with 
the provision of housing accommodation), 
whether or not that land forms part of a 
site for the erection of houses.” 

He said that the Minister had been advised 
for a number of years that he had no power 
under the Housing Act of 1936 to confirm 
a compulsory purchase order submitted by a 
local authority for the purpose of acquiring 
land for use as a recreation ground or for 
some other purpose auxiliary to the pro- 
visions of housing accommodation, as con- 
templated under section 80 of the Act, as a 
means of adding to the amenities of a hous- 
ing estate that had already been completed. 
In other words, land for this purpose must 
be acquired in connection with the laying- 
out of the estate, and before the war this 
meant building estates without the amenities, 
particularly the provision of playing fields, 
recreation grounds and other open spaces, 
that were normally provided in estate 
development to-day. 

Those estates could not be given amenities 
which they all regarded as desirable accord- 
ing to modern standards. They thought it 
was most desirable that activities of the 
local authorities in providing those amenities 
should not be stultified in regard to the older 
estates, and therefore they proposed to leave 
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no doubt in anyone’s minds about the power 
of the Minister. He believed it was an 
accident of some 16 years ago that this 
particular provision was left out of a Hous- 
ing Act, and therefore they proposed to take 
the opportunity of putting it in now. 

The new clause was agreed to and the 
committee stage was concluded. 


Houses for Miners 


On July 22 Mr. JOHN McKay: asked the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment what were the financial arrangements 
between the Government, the Miners 
National Housing Association and the 
National Coal Board, when the housing 
association built houses for miners. 

Mr, MarPLES, who replied, said that the 
object of the Coal Industry Housing Asso- 
ciation was to build houses under arrange- 
ments made with a local authority under 
section 94 of the Housing Act, 1936. 
Exchequer subsidy would be payable to the 
local authority in the same way as if the 
houses had been provided by the local 
authority, and the authority would pay an 
annual grant to the housing association of 
an amount not less than the Exchequer sub- 
sidy. The housing association had been set 
up by the National Coal Board and would 
be financed by them. 


Refusal to Grant Private Licences 


On July 22 Mr. Martin Linpsay asked 
the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment to what extent the progress of house 
building was being held up by the refusal 
of certain local authorities to grant private 
licences. 

Mr. MarpPLEs, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, said the Minister was aware that there 
were variations of practice among local 
authorities. Circumstances varied in differ- 
ent districts and he hoped that local 
authorities would exercise the discretion 
which he had given to them in accordance 
with the needs of the situation. 


District Heating 


On July 28 Mr. GEOFFREY LLoyD said (in 
reply to Sir Herbert Williams) that he was 
informed that the Report on District Heat- 
ing by the Heating and Ventilation (Recon- 
struction) Committee of the Building 
Research Board of the D.S.I.R. was due 
to be published later in the year as Volumes 
Nos. 31 and 32 in the series of Post-War 
Building Studies. 


Water Pipes 


On July 28 Mr. Bossom asked the 
Minister of Supply if he would make further 
endeavours to overcome the shortage of 3-in., 
4-in. and 6-in. iron or asbestos water pipes, 
so as to prevent a situation which would 
result in considerable stoppages of the hous- 
ing programme throughout the country. 

Mr. SANDYS said that as a result of 
arrangements which had already been made, 
production of 3-in. and 4-in. cast-iron pipes 
was increasing substantially. Additional 
labour was being recruited to enable the out- 
put of 6-in. cast-iron pipes to be expanded 
also. He was informed by the Minister of 
Works that arrangements had also been 
made to step up substantially the produc- 
tion of asbestos-cement pipes.

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CLAIMS ON THE £300 m. 
FUND 
Central Land Board Report 


BY the end of the year the Valuation 
Office had issued 758,395 statements of 
proposed development value in respect of 
claims on the £300 million under the Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1947, according 
to the recently published report* of the 
Central Land Board for the financial year 
ended March 31 last. 

This was 93 per cent. of the total to be 
issued. The Board had issued or prepared 
640,816 determinations of development 
value. Of these 290,816 were nil, 9,430 were 
de minimis, and the remaining 340,570 repre- 
sented aggregate development values of 
£204,707,177. These figures included, for 
Scotland, 61,303 nil claims, 4,136 de minimis, 
and 12,180 representing £5,211,765 in 
development values. 

During the year there were 776 notices 
of appeal against the Board’s determinations, 
making a total of 1,064. Of these 817 were 
disposed of after further negotiation, and 
20 were heard by the Lands Tribunal. In 
Scotland there were 81 applications for the 
appointment of an arbiter. Forty-six were 
disposed of after further negotiation and 
four appeals were heard. 

A total of £799,980 was (paid in respect 
of 2,879 claims under Section 59 in respect 
of certain properties the subject of a value 
payment under the War Damage Act, 1943, 
and £3,177 under Section 56 of the Scottish 
Act. The Board paid £1,847,690 to claim- 
ants who had incurred professional fees in 
connection with their claims. 

Development charges received in cash 
amounted to £3,875,522, of which £2,319,428 
was for housing development. A further 
£1,529,462 was set-off against claims by 
builders and owners of single house plots. 
In Scotland £214,058 was received, and 
£30,964 set-off against claims. 

Of development by local authorities, the 
Board report that those who have bought 
land for development since 1948 are rarely 
paying more, and in many cases are paying 
considerably less, in purchase price and 
development charge than if the Town and 
Country Planning Act had not been passed. 

The Board say there is a good deal of 
land still available in various parts of the 
country which is unaffected by development 
charge. When development charge is pay- 
able, the buyer of land comes to terms on 
the basis that in present circumstances he is 
normally anxious to build and the seller 
wants as much as he can get. Many have 
disregarded the Board’s advice not to pay 
building value for land if they will have to 
pay development charge in addition, pre- 
sumably because they were prepared to pay 
an excessive price for a particular piece of 
land which they wanted urgently. 

Most sales have taken place some- 
where between existing use value and 
building value, or at building value. 
When it is at building value there is 
usually—though not always—an assignment 
to the buyer of the seller’s claim on the 
£300 million, giving the buyer an asset to set 
off against his development charge. The 
Board say it is clear that the estimated total 
of all claims is a good deal smaller than 
‘was expected by claimants. 

The Board refer to the procedure by which 
local housing authorities can buy land and 
resell it to private developers, either at exist- 
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ing use value or inclusive of development 
charge. They add: “It seems that this pro- 
cedure goes a long way to meet the needs 
of those who have been given, or promised, 
licences to build.” Some 60 authorities in 
England and Wales have adopted this pro- 
cedure, and at least 50 others propose to do 
so. 
Ten Compulsory Purchase Orders were 
made, including one in Wales and one in 
Scotland, bringing the total to 35. The 
Board say the effect of their powers of com- 
pulsory purchase is apparent from the fact 
that some owners have agreed as a result 
of the Board’s intervention to sell their land 
direct to the Board’s applicants, either at 
existing use value or at a price inclusive of 
development charge for which the owner 
takes responsibility. 


EASTERN FEDERATION 
Review of Work Done Since 1945 


AN INTERESTING BOOKLET which reviews 
in a clear and concise manner the work of 
the Eastern Federation of Building Trades 
Employers in the post-war period has been 
written by the Federation’s director, Mr. 
R. W. Porter, and published by them last 
month. 

Referring to the work done since 1945, 
Mr. Porter says in his introduction:— 

“It is a solid record of achievement and 
progress of which any organisation might 
well be proud. 

“Some of our work benefits all building 
trades employers, including the unfederated 
builder who. may on occasion belong to 
some small organisation with no official 
standing. There may be a few who are cen- 
tent to let other people do the work and 
pay the cost, but we are sure that every 
right-thinking builder would wish to play his 
part in his trade association, and so assist 
in securing peaceful and prosperous con- 
ditions for his industry.” 

The booklet, which is intended primarily 
for recruitment purposes, outlines the 
Federation’s organisation and reports on 
their relations with the Government and 
their link with local authorities and the pro- 
fessions. There is a chapter which surveys 
their work on labour relations and educa- 
tion and training, and another in which 
the help given by the Federation on con- 
tracts and legal matters is defined. 

At the end of the booklet the names of 
the various officers of the Federation are 
listed together with the localities covered by 
the four regional areas of the Federation.

The General Purposes Committee of the 
L.C.C. at the council meeting on July 29 
reported that it proposed to dedicate as 
public open space within the meaning of the 
Open Space Act, 1906, as much as prac- 
ticable of the South Bank riverside prome- 
nade and gardens between County Hall and 
Waterloo Bridge. The width of the dedi- 
cated land varied, but in general it extended 
about 100 feet from the river wall.

A present of a small chair for Princess 
Anne, designed by Mr. Basil Spence, O.B.E., 
A.R.S.A., the architect, was accepted by the 
Queen on her recent visit to Edinburgh. Pre- 
sented by the Scottish Furniture Manufac- 
tures, Ltd., the motif on the grey satin seat 
was the work of Mr. Robt. Stewart, in- 
structor of textile design at Glasgow School 
of Art. The Royal Swan was the theme of 
the chair, which is in natural sycamore. 
Garnets form the eyes of the swan, whose 
intertwined wings form the back and arms 
of the chair.

Greece.—A number of factories are to be 
built in Greece partly financed by foreign 
companies, A milk pasteurisation factory is 
to be set up in Salonika at a cost of 138,000 
dollars, while a tomato canning factory is 
scheduled on the island of Santorin. Greek 
shipbuilding yards are also to be resurrected, 
At present their scope is only at 5 per cent. 
of their pre-war production. 


New Zealand—The New Zealand Gov- 
ernment has accepted the tender of Holland 
and Hannen and Cubitts, Ltd., of London, 
of £8,620,714 for the completion of the 
Roxburgh power project in central Otago. 
The firm will employ about 1,300 persons 
and proposes to bring 40 per cent. of them 
from oversea. They will be associated in 
the work with the Swiss firm of Conrad 
Zschokke. 


Nigeria.—Boat-building yards are to be 
built at Opobo in Nigeria, and the Trade 
Commissioner at Lagos states that quota- 
tions will be welcomed from U.K. firms. 
The project is being financed by the Eastern 
Regional Production Development Board, to 
whom inquiries should be made. The yard 
will be large enough for the production of 
50 motor barges yearly. A similar building 
task is also planned for the Western Region 
of the Colony. 


Pakistan—The chairman of the Pakistan 
Industrial Development Corporation, Mr. 
Faruque, is visiting European countries to 
compare techniques in shipbuilding yard 
construction. He is to visit Germany first 
and will later come to the U.K. A large 
shipbuilding yard is scheduled for Karachi. 
Mr. Faruque is also empowered to place 
contracts for building of cement factories. 


Portugal—The authorities of the Ports 
of Louro and Lexioes in Portugal have 
issued tenders for the construction of a quay 
on the river bank at Gaia. Specific measure- 
ments given are 280 metres long on a curve 
of 700 metres radius with an end-wall down- 
stream 32.4 metres long. The quay is to be 
built with wooden piles, metal sheet-piles, 
tock-fill, layer of clay, reinforced-concrete 
superstructure and all accessories including 
stays for the piles, sectional-iron reinforce- 
ments, etc. Regulation work on the bank 
over a 444 metre stretch is also called for 
coinciding with the site at the projected 
quay as follows: Construction of a curtain- 
wall of sheet-piles, suitably anchored. Con- 
struction of a stone facing with concrete 
base and reinforced-concrete capping, for the 
embankment. Other details include the con- 
struction of a ramp, 50 metres long and 
7 metres wide, down to the 2-metre level, 
and a platform 6 metres long at that level, 
both paved with granite setts. Closing date 
for receipt of tenders is August 25. A 
deposit of £5,500 must be made with the 
Caixa Geral de Depositos, Credito 4 Previ- 
dencia or its branches or agencies. Further 
information can also be obtained from the 
Diario do Governo” available at the 
Board of Trade Commercial Relations 
Department, London. 


Southern Rhodesia.—Bulawayo, Southern 

odesia, is to build a “centenary city” 
consisting of hundreds of prefabricated 
double-bedroom and bathroom units as an 
answer to the accommodation problem 
arising from the 1953 Central African 
Rhodes Centenary Exhibition. When the 
exhibition is over visitors will be offered the 
units with their furnishings and plumbing for 
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little more than £100. These bedrooms will 
be 10 feet by 12 feet and will be fitted with 
two divan beds, hanging wardrobes and 
shelves. The bathroom will have bath, hand 
basin and water closet, and both hot and 
cold water. These units will be constructed 
in blocks of 250, and each new block will 
be constructed as the demand for accommo- 
dation arises. 


Tasmania.—The Electrolytic Zinc Co. is 
financing the building of Tasmania’s biggest 
private enterprise undertaking. The site is 
at Risdon, which is about four miles from 
Hobart, the capital. Existing plant is to be 
enlarged and will extend over 60 acres. 
When completed the plant will have a value 
of approximately £12,000,000, and will pro- 
duce chemicals which will aid Australia’s 
food production. 


Turkey.—Turkey has ratified. an agree- 
ment signed with the International Bank for 
Reconstruction and Development for a loan 
of £8,930,000 to assist in the development 
of the rich Adana plain region in southern 
Turkey. The credit will be used to con- 
struct a dam on the Seyhan River, to provide 
flood control, irrigation, and hydro-electric 
power which will be transmitted also to 
nearby Adana, Mersin and Tarsus. These 
funds will cover the foreign exchange costs 
of equipment and construction materials to 
be purchased in Europe and the United 
States, with another £3,785,000 in local cur- 
rency being provided mainly by private 
Turkish investors and partly by the Turkish 
Government. The plant, however, will be 
turned over for operation to a private cor- 
poration. Scheduled to be completed by the 
summer of 1956, the power plant at Seyhan 
will contain two 18,000-kilowatt generators, 
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with housing for a third generator which may 
be installed later. It is estimated that the 
annual consumption from these facilities will 
reach 164,000,000 kwh., almost four times 
the total energy consumed in the same area 
in 1951. A system of flood-control levees 
along the Seyhan, Ceyhan and Berdan 
Rivers, as well as a network of canals to 
provide regular irrigation for 356,000 acres 
of land, and further expansion of power 
facilities, are also down for construction 
some time next year. Allocation for this 
work is in the region of £24,000,000.

APPRENTICESHIP SUPERVISION 
A South Devon Scheme 


A NEW apprentices’ supervision scheme is 
to be put into operation by the South-Devon 
Area Joint Apprenticeship Committee. The 
scheme, a simple index-card system, will 
mean that interested employers will have a 
complete check on all local apprentices in 
the building trade. The files will be kept 
by the joint committee. 

One phase of the scheme provides for 
“backsliders” among apprentices to be 
“carpeted” before a special sub-committee 
who would try to reawaken their interest 
in apprenticeship studies. Employers, too, 
would be “vetted” by the Committee to 
make sure they were suitable to train 
apprentices. 


Rhodesia’s 42-hour Week 


Southern Rhodesia’s building industry 
employers and employees agreed recently 
not to accept the 40-hour week, due to come 
into effect on July 1, but to continue the 
present 42-hour week, as the Colony’s hous- 
ing shortage remains acute. This is one of 
the provisions of an agreement of the 
National Industrial Council of the Building 
Industry of Southern Rhodesia; the agree- 
ment, which is binding until July 31, 1953, 
was gazetted on June 27. A council agree- 
ment reached in 1948 stipulated a 44-hour 
week, to be reduced to 42 hours in 1950, and 
40 in 1952. More than 5,000 building 
trade workers are affected by the new agree- 
ment.

LANS for the redevelopment of a second 


section of Edinburgh’s Royal Mile have. 


been prepared by Mr. Robert Hurd, archi- 
tect commissioned by the city to carry out 
the work, and have now been approved by 
the housing committee. 

The plans deal with the Chessel’s-court- 
Morocco Land area in the Canongate, and 
propose the restoration of the mid- 
eighteenth-century buildings of Pirie’s-close 
and Chessel’s-court, on the south side of the 
street, the reproduction of the building 
formerly known as Morocco Land on the 
north side and the building of several new 
buildings in keeping with the old. The 
whole will -be developed as a continuous 
frontage on both sides of the street. 

The Morocco. Land building will be recon- 
structed from a half-inch drawing but will 
be erected slightly higher up the street than 
it was originally. A statue of a Moor, which 
was part of the original building and 
believed to have been executed by a 
seventeenth-century Dutch artist, will be 
placed back in position. 

Freer use of colour and a more frequent 
use of balconies where the aspect is sunny 
As in the first 
scheme, red pantiles have been proposed 
on several of the roofs to provide more 
sparkle and variety than is the case at pre- 
sent. 

In an interview with The Builder, Mr.
